Hospital insurance section of 
fthe Federal Medicare Jaw  pro- 
vides full payment of a patient’s 
hospital costs for the first 60, 
days of each “spell of illness’’ 
after he pays the first $40 costs. 
It also provides for payment of 
























costs for the 61st through the 
490th day in each “spell of ill- 
mess.’’ An insured person can 
have more than one “‘spell of ill- 
Iness’’ in a yer. 

A “spell of illness’’ is a period 
of time which starts on the first 
day after June 30, 1966,,0n which 
you receive medical care in a 
hospital or extended care facility 
(usually a convalescent hospital). 
It lasts as long as you are in the 
hospital or extended care facility. 
Sixty days must pass after you 
leave the hospital or .extended 
care facility before a new spell 
of illness starts,

people stay in a hospital varies 
in different hospitals and areas 
but generally it is 10 to 15 days. 
'This means that most people will 
not stay long enough in the hos- 
|pital or extended care facility to 
use up all benefits. 

There will, however, be some 
cases of quick, successiv illnesses 
where it will be important to 
‘know how many days you have 
left in ‘the ‘‘spell of illness.’ The 
Social Security Administration 
will have a record of each ‘‘spell 
of illness’’ and you will receive 
{this record after you leave the 
hospital.
